Stresemann Tells Reichstag 
He Will Carry Out 


Cordial Reference is Made to 
American Interest and

'BERLIN, May 18. — Gustav 
Stresemann. Foreign Minister, in 
the course of an exhaustive sur- 
vey of Germany's foreign relations, 
which he presented in the Reichs- 
tag today. made emphatic reitera- 
tion of the German government's 
intention loyally to carry out the 
provisions of the Dawes repara- 
tions policies. 

“Parliamentary majorities and 
cabinets may change, but I can 
conceive no constellation which 
would deviate from the course we 
have taken,” said the Foreign 
Minister by way of pledging Ger- 
many’s future attitude toward her 
reparations policies as influenced 
by the Dawes plan. 


Herr Stresemann made cordial 
reference to American interest and 
financial co-operation in Germany's 
economic recovery. He believed 
that appreciation of Germany's 
needs was becoming more active 
in the United States. “Even those 
who are inclined to entertain seri- 
ous misgivings about the practica- 
bility of the Dawes plan,” he con- 
tinued, mu now admit that 
without it we could not have re: 
habilitated our national currency 
and would have been obliged to 
wage a bitter fight for our eco- 
nomic existence.“ 


RELATIONS SATISFACTORY 

He denied rumors to the effect 

that Finance Minister Von Schlie- 
ben opposed the further carrying 
out of the Dawes plan and assert- 
ed that the Nationalist member in 
the Luther Cabinet was in full ac- 
cord with the r vernment’s atti- 
tude on this issue. 
Germany's relation’s with the 
United States, Mexico and South 
mn every direction. 
believed that Germany was 
regaining the good will of those 
Latin-American countries which 
were allied with her opponents in 
the late war. 

Referring to Russia, the Minis- 
ter stated that while it was Ger- 
many's desire to live up to the 
Treaty of Rapallo. possibly ampli- 
fying it in view of the geographic 
and economic significance of Rus- 
sia, Germany would reserve to 
herself the right to shape her 
foreign policies independently of 
any considerations for an eastern 
or western orientation. 


DISCUSSES SECURITY 

The major portion of the Minis- 
ter’s speech was devoted to a frank 
discussion of the nonevacuation of 
the Cologne zone, the proposed se- 
curity pact and Germany's entry 
into the League of Nations. A se- 
curity pact concluded without the 
active participation of Germany, 
he said, would amount to a solu- 
tion against Germany and would 

a serious menace to Germany. 
This constituted the crux of Ger- 
many’s relations with her western 
neighbors. 

Germany's draft of a security 
pact as submitted to the inter- 
ested governments, he exnjained, 
was intended to provoke discus- 
sions and not intended as indicat- 
ing the limits to which Germany 
was prepared to go. The proposals 
represented a resume of previous 
| German 

In discussing the German gov- 
ernment’s position on the Allien 
failure to vacate the Cologne 
re- 
peated the familiar official criti- 
cisms voiced since January 10. He 
also was caustic in his reference 
to the long overdue disarmament 
note, and concluded his speech by 
asserting that if given ce and 
equality, Germany would consti- 
tute one of the stanchest sup- 
ports for a peaceful community 
of nations.

Private reports received by the

Pioneers Revive Tales of

“mountains. Crook rounded up the 
so-called Geronimo band in Mex- 
ico early in 1886, but, losing the 
lMaders near the border, asked for

TWO NABBED

PROVIDENCE (R. I.) May 18.— 
Two hundred New Yorkers, 


fraudulent divorces in this city 
when they could not get the evi- 
dence required for a New York 
divorce, supply the background for 
the indictments returned today 
against Master in Chancery Leon- 
ard W. Horton and his law part- 
ner, Francis H. Dougherty.

The charges cloak the 
allegation that they operated a di- 
vorce mill which had for its pur- 
pose the procuring of quick-fire 
divorcos for rich residents of New 
York. 

The investigation which resulted 
in. today’s indictments revealed, it 


“jis charged that one of the men 


came to New York at stated times 
and took quarters in any hotel 
wher> prospective clients came to 
arran e for divorces. The scheme 
included the supplying of false 
places of residence in Providence 
and the manufacture of evidence. 

The two men, handcuffed, were 
taken to jail in default of ball. 

The effect of the trials, and the 
investigation that led to the in- 
dictments, wil be far reaching in 
New York. If the prosecution 
t.akes good in its contention, the 
200 persons involved in the 100 di- 
vorce cases never were legally di- 
ivoreed. Since some of them have 
jremarried, the second marriages 
‘are, consequently, void. 

Among the cases under invest!i- 
gation was that of Nina Whicox 
Putnam, writer, who procured a 
divorce from Wallace McCutcheon 
and that of Pearl White, whose 
\diverce from Wallace McCutcheon, 
brought a protest from the Ameri- 
can Bar Association.

REPORT COPPER 
PRICES STEADY 


Consumers Await Effect: of 
Reduced Production 


Advertising Campaign Aids 
Sale of Product

It is evident that the copper 
consumers are awaiting the extent 
and effect of the reduction in pro- 
duction before making any change 
from their hand-to-maquth policy 
of buying, as copper has been quiet 
and unchanged in price. The 
pride has remained strong at 13% 
cents. Foreign purchases are also 
quiet and not in as great volume 
as they were a few weeks ago. 

The policy of curtailing produc- 
tion seems to be spreading and it 
is believed that the producers are 
aiming at a reduced production of 
about 15,000,000 to 25,000,000 
pounds monthly. This should be 
adequate to cause a considerabie 
change in the copper situation, as 
the evident over production during 
the past three months was about 
16,000,000 pounds monthly. 


SALES INCREASE ‘* 


In the first quarter consumption 
of copper in this country amounted 
to 183,400 tons, an increase of 
7600 tons, or more than 4 per cent 
over the last three months of 1924. 
Increased takings in the first quar- 
ter are largely attributed to ac- 
tivity of the automotive industry, 


large consumer of the metal. In 
three months ended March 31, last, 
it consumed 24,350 tons, or 3500 
tons more than in 1924 final quar- 
ter. Electrical manufacturing lines 
in the first quarter took ap- 
proximately the same as in the last 
quarter of 1924, or 45,000 tons. 
Exports were 13.400 tons, against 
12.900 tons in the final 1924 pe- 
riod. Building trades took 9280 
tons, against 8550 tons. 

The trend of business in electri- 
cal lines, which is the largest user 
of copper, shows almost a $4,000,- 
000 increase in the hookings of 
the General Electric Company and 
a $3,000,000 decrease in bookings 
for Westinghouse over the last 
quarter of last year. General 
Electric, however, showed over 
$10,000,000 increase in bookings in 
the first quarter of 1925 over the 
first quarter of 1924, with West- 
inghouse about the same as last 
year.

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POLICE GRAFT 
RUMOR SPIKED 


Officials, After Quiz, Declare 
Stories Unfounded 


Hold-Out on Proceeds of 
Robbery Charged 


All Bastheim Theft Plunder 
Declared Returned 


Persistent rumors of graft in 


the police department during. the 
investigation of a $100,000 dia- 
mond robbery several months ago 
were thoroughly aired at a con- 
ference of police officials, called by 
Dist.-Atty. Keyes, and dispelled as 
false yesterday afternoon. 

The rumors arose out of the 
investigation of the theft of jew- 
els from the Bastheim Jewelry 
ne ee and for which Tom Con- 
way and Fred Harris are serving 
prison terms. The two prisoners 
communicated with one of the 
members of the county grand jury 
and bargained to “squeal” on cer- 
tain members of the police depart- 
ment whom they accused dt falil- 
ing to return a portion of the re- 
covered jewelry. 

In return for their information 
they sought their freedom from 
jail. Dist.-Atty. Keyes's statement, 
given out after he had thoroughly 
investigated the rumors and which 
vindicates all persons connected 
with the case, is as follows: 

“Sinee the disposition, convie- 
tion and sentence of Tom Conway 
and Fred Harris for the larceny 
of the diamonds, watches and jew- 
elry of the Bastheim Jewelry Com- 
pany, persistent rumors have been 
going about the city to the effect 
that certain police officers of the 
Los Angeles police department had. 
failed to account for and had re- 
tained in their possession certain 
articles of jewelry which they had 
recovered from these thieves. 

“The undersigned have just 
completed a thorough and com- 
plete investigation of these rumors 
an find that they are absolutely 
false and untrue; that the officers 
gonnected with this particular case 
worked diligently and honestly in 
arresting the above-named thieves 
and recovering the property; that 
every single item of property re- 
covered was returned to the own- 
ers and that there is not even a 
well-grounded suspicion against 
any officer in this case.” 

This statement was signed by 
Foreman * of the grand jury, 
Alexander N. Williams, chairman 
of the criminal complaints com- 
mittee, grand jury: Dist.-Atty.

Spent Five Years in Cold 
Mountain Lands

ru, 12,500 feet above the sea, is 
just one of many thrills afforded 
a doctor who seeks to practice in 
that strange country. according 
to Dr. 8.
